TAX ROLLS SHOW INCREASE OF 
SORE THAN * I,(HMM MMI OVER 
1910. 


The coming ironers have been hard 
at work on toe tax rolls today, but 
aside from raising the real 
estate 
valuations of the city of Allen 25 per 
cent, no material change was made in 
the renditions. 
As returned by the assessors the 
real estate of Pontotoc county is val­ 
ued at $4,974,698, of which $2,329,363 
is credited to the incorporated towns 
and $2,645,335 to the rural townships. 
(In 1910 the real estate of the county 
was assessed at $4,456,765, of which 
$2,008,680 was in towns and $2,448,- 
085 was in the townships: The real 
estate valuations for 19*11 show an 
increase of $517,953 over 1911. 
The personal property for 1911 is 
listed at $3,175,618, as against $2,- 
647*112 in 1910. The gain for 1911 is 
$521,641. The 
total 
valuations 
for 
1911 are $8,150,316, a gain of $1,039,- 
594. 
Of course these valuations do not 
include railroads and other public 
service corporations. In round num­ 
bers the value of these in 1910 were 
$2,700,000. From this it will be seen 
that the total taxable wealth of Pon­ 
totoc county for 1911 is not tar from 


$11,000,000. 
In the city of Ada the real estate 
valuations are $1,.>99^>65 as against 
$1,381,990 for 
1910. an increase of 
$217,575. The personal property for 
1911 is listed at $910,140 and for 1910 
at $784,750, an increase of $125,390. 
Total valuations for 1911 $2,u09.705,

When the city is given its share of 
the 
public 
service assessment, 
the 
valuation will be in the neighborhood

Suffragettes Lose at Hominy. 


Protested Against Prize I* licht. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., June 16. 
Ad­ 
ditional protests came to the gover­ 
nor’s office today against permitting 
the Fly an-Morris prize fight to take 
place in Oklahoma and from tile gov­ 
ernor’s office requests have gone to 
the county officials of Osage, Creek 
and Tulsa counties to sec that the 
law was enforced. The only one heard 
from is the County Attorney of Osage 
county, who indicated that he would 
prevent the fight b ing held in Mat 
county if 
possible.

scheduled to occur in Tulsa on July 
4. Tulsa is in easy distance of Osage, 
Creek, Pawftee and Washington coun­ 
ties and it to understood here thaf 
the mill 
might rake place in any 
of the counties under an emergent). 
“Requests have gone from this of­ 
fice to the county officials to pre­ 
vent a violation of the law. said Gov. 
Cruee today. 
-As soon as I get through with 
the county assessor appointments I 
will determine what I will do in the 


matter.” 


That the state of 
Oklahoma 
will 
produce in excess of one million hales 
of cotton 
this year, 
which 
should 
bring in the neighborhood of $100,000- 
000 into the 
pockets of Oklahoma 
farmers, was the 
prediction 
mad 
Thursday by B. E. Harriss, secretary 
of the Harri»8-Irby Cotton company. 
Mr. 
Harries stated that the cotton 
crop generally over the state is not 
suffering from the drouth and hot 
winds, although in a few sections the 
young crops have been damaged some. 
If Oklahoma is visited with general 
rains in July and August, he says, 
there is little doubt that here will 
be a bumper crop. 
I^ast year the total acreage of cot 
ton planted in Oklahoma amounted 
to 2.569,998. The state board of agri­ 
culture 
estimates the 
acreage 
this 
year at 2,705,000 acres, or nearly 600- 
000 acres more than la-t year. Last 
year’s production was in excess of 
900,000 bales, while estimates at the 
present time are in excess of a mil­ 
lion bales, which when sold will net 
nearly $100,000,000. 
“While there have been Tew rf ports 
from certain localities of slight dam 
age to' the young cotton on account 
of the continued warm weather and 
abnormally high t» mperatures and hot 
winds,” said Mr. Harriss, ‘‘it is be­ 
lieved that the crop as a whole is do­ 
ing well, in fact, aside from one or 
two instances, reports state that cot­ 
ton is doing well and with general 
rains, followed by seasonable weather 
in July and August, the prospects 
will be as bright as ever for a bump­ 
er crop the corning season.
